Hi Everyone, 

Well, it didn't go as well as I hoped. We played with it all day, and 
couldn't get a good match (less than 2:1 SWR). Two things I think may be the 
problem, but maybe some other have seen this also. First off, my tuner is 
not the best in the world. It's an MFJ 971. I'm wondering if the internal 
balun just isn't sufficient. Joe W1GFH was doing the work with me, and he 
mentioned that the balun in his tuner wasn't sufficient enough and that an 
external balun cured a lot of problems he was having. The other issue is 
that this is an inverted vee, not a flat top dipole, so the feedline isn't 
coming off of the antenna at 90 degrees. I was thinking that there may be 
interaction from the legs of the vee. Anyway, I need to do a lot more 
research on using balanced line feeder. Take care all and have a Happy 
Holidays!

You could experiment with adding some length to your feedline and see if 
that gives an impedance that your 971 likes better. Add something from an 
eighth to a quarter wave length at the frequency of interest. 


When I put up my big dipole fed with 450 ohm ladder line, I tried to be 
scientific and get the impedance within range of the ATU in my FT-1000. It 
was a two step process. Analyzing the antenna for its feedpoint impedance 
is pretty complex, but programs like ELNEC or EZNEC will spit it out for 
you. I used the public domain version; I wasn't interested in the 
radiation pattern information, just the feedpoint impedance. Another 
program that will give just the feedpoint impedance is public domain by, I 
think, Reg Edwards, a ham in the UK somewhere. 


Having that info (antenna feedpoint impedance), I turned to a simpler 
formula that takes a feedpoint impedance, frequency, length and type of 
transmission line and gives the impedance at the input to the line. I 
think BASIC code for it is on W6RCA's site. I converted it to an EXCEL 
spreadsheet formula. Then I varied the line length until I got an 
impedance that looked "matchable" (not too much reactance, resistance not 
too low or too high). It worked pretty well. I was able to come up with a 
line length for my 180 foot dipole that was pretty matchable on multiple 
bands. (Since then, I've bought a Johnson Matchbox, which is a real magic 
bullet for balanced lines. I probably didn't need all the fancy 
calculations with that box.) 


So in Summary ... 


Simple solution: vary the feedline length 

Complicated (but fun, if you're in the mood) solution: analyze the heck 
out of it with free programs 

Sledge hammer solution: Look around for a Johnson Matchbox

Two things I think may be 
the 
problem, but maybe some other have seen this also. First off, my tuner is 
not the best in the world. It's an MFJ 971. I'm wondering if the internal 
balun just isn't sufficient. Joe W1GFH was doing the work with me, and he 
mentioned that the balun in his tuner wasn't sufficient enough and that an 
external balun cured a lot of problems he was having. The other issue is 
that this is an inverted vee, not a flat top dipole, so the feedline isn't 
coming off of the antenna at 90 degrees. I was thinking that there may be 
interaction from the legs of the vee. Anyway, I need to do a lot more 
research on using balanced line feeder. Take care all and have a Happy 
Holidays!

A few suggestions. 

If you are worried about unbalance in your line due to not leaving the 
antenna at a right angle, add a slow twist to the feedline, say a half turn 
each yard or so. This will equalize each feeder wire's exposure to the 
nearest dipole wire. 


On the baluns, the ones I've seen included in tuners are always 1:4, and are 
not always appropriate to the load you are trying to match. 


At times you will be better off with a 1:1 balun, whose only purpose is to 
transform the balanced line to an unbalanced configuration for connection to 
the tuner. This is usually when you have a relatively low impedance at the 
shack end of the line, say something less than 200 ohms, with or without 
reactance. 


You can easily make your own 1:1 balun using either a ferrite toroid core or 
a ferrite rod. I've used the flat rods from old transistor BC sets quite 
successfully, as well as old "orphan" toroids from my junk box. The key 
thing is whether the core you use works or not. If it does, it's ok. 


To make a 1:1 balun, use a good enameled wire, say #18 gauge, and stretch it 
so it is very straight and wrinkle free. Double it so the two wires lay 
against each other and use little bits of celophane tape, every 3 inches or 
so, to keep the wires close together. Wrap about a dozen turns on the core, 
with about one wire diameter separation between the turns. Put a couple of 
banana jacks on one end, and a male coax connector on the other. I usually 
use about a 6-inch RG58 pigtail between the balun and the coax connnector. 


The suggestion has already been made to vary the length of your feedline. 
That works well. I did that this summer for the Fox hunts when using my 40m 
antenna on 20m. Using banana plugs and jacks I inserted a 20m quarter wave 
of 300 ohm twinlead in my feeder, and found the antenna matched easily at 
that point. 


Hope these ideas help a bit, Trevor.

But the nice thing? It locks by a simple twist of each section of 

the tube. You can lock it in the closed length of about 1 meter or 1.5m 
and you can lock it in the fully extended position by a twist in 

the opposite direction. It wasn't too heavy and might be suitable 

for portable center masts for dipoles etc. As a vertical you most 
likely will have to tap each of the three sections for a connecting wire 
to get a continuous conducting long rod. 


If there is enough interest I can on the trip into town today 


get all the information and post to the group at large. It as 

a threaded plastic/rubber end for the attachments and a rubber 
cover over the other end. I was thinking of getting two for 
work on wire antennas and setting up temporary experimental 
antennas before thinking about settling on a particular antenna. 
With a weighted bucket to hold each in position you could easily 
move around for various antennas lengths and angles....

To make a 1:1 balun, use a good enameled wire, say #18 gauge, and stretch it 
so it is very straight and wrinkle free. Double it so the two wires lay 
against each other and use little bits of celophane tape, every 3 inches or 
so, to keep the wires close together. Wrap about a dozen turns on the core, 
with about one wire diameter separation between the turns. Put a couple of 
banana jacks on one end, and a male coax connector on the other. I usually 
use about a 6-inch RG58 pigtail between the balun and the coax connnector.

Here is the information I have on the poles at Home Depot. 


1. Home Depot Inventory Number 017398450058 and it is labeled 
as an Extension Pole on the display box and you have to play 
hide and seek at Home Depot or ask the service desk when you 
first enter the place. :-) 


2. Made in Italy and no manufacturer information on the pole or 
anywhere else that I can find 


3. Aluminum and extends to 3.35 meters (11' for the metrically 
challenged) 


4. Locks in both closed and extended form. The locking mechanism 
is a simple twist of the section. I find this a plus as the 
pole will take more weight at the top without collapsing like 
the fiberglass rods that I have seen and used. And won't 
open on you when you least expect it like in front of a 
room full of observers. 


5. Three sections of tubing and each locks closed or extended 
separately 


6. Costs $13.50 in Prescott AZ and Home Depot has currently a 


10% off everything you buy from them this week and I don't 
know how long the sale goes so $12.15 was my cost plus 
taxes for the great state of AZ and the local government 
agencies... 


7. Has a threaded end for attaching bulb changers, etc. 
About 2cm in diameter including threads. 


8. Has a mass of approximately 160 grams 


9. Closes down to 1.3 meters. Could be used as walking stick 
going up hillsides, etc. 


10. Coated with yellow finish and black grommets/seals at each 
joint. I don't know if this stuff is UV protected or will 
hold up to continuous year round outdoor use. I leave that 
for someone else to play with. 


Thought you might wanna know.
